*Your correspondent then observed that General 
Sam W. Ferguson, upon whose staff he had served 
during the war, had subsequentéy given the writer 
a specific account of what occurred at the collapse. 
To this Mr. Davis replied: 

“General Ferguson was the last man with me be- 
fore my capture.”’ 

In response to the interrogatory of the Enauirer 
correspondent, General G. T. Beauregard replied: 

“When the surrender took place at Greensbor- 
ough, N.C., Mr. Davis handed me #27 in silver, 
which was at once distributed pro rata among the 
men, each receiving $1.15. If there were any other 
money, | have no knowledge whatever concerning 
5g,"" 

Mr. E. Howard MeCaleb makes the following 
statement over his own signature: 

“At Greensborough, N. ©., in April, 1865, I had 
command of some forty or fifty Mississippi soldiers, 
members of Humplhreys’s and Harris's brigades, 
who were absent on furlough at the time of Gen- 
eral Lee’s surrender at Appomattox Court-houre, 
and were returning to their regiments when ap- 
prised of thatevent. I met there Colonel Burton 
N. Harrison, private secretary of President Dayis, 
now a prominent lawyer in New York city, who re- 
quested me to see the president and accompany 
him and his cabinet on their journey southward, | 
cousented, next day we left Char- 
lotte, Carolina, and continued 
daily southward = on horseback 
through North Carolina and South Carolina, until 
we reached Washington, Ga.

Joe Johnaton Explaina, 
SOME MATTERS REFERRED TO IN THE BURR INTERVIEW. 

WASHINGTON, December 21.—Calling on General 
Joseph FE. Johnston at his very pretty home, No. 
1028 Connecticut avenue, and sending his ecard in 
by a polite servant, your reporter was promptly 
ushered into the parlor, and very after the 
grand old hero came in with that gentle dignity 
and cordiality which has for fifty years past marked 
him as a® examplar of the ideal American gentle- 
man. After ahearty shake of the hand and “Please 
be seated, sir,’’ your reporter said: 

‘General, I have called on you this morning in 
an unusual role.”’ 

‘Pray what is it, sir?’ 

“Well, sir, the correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Enquirerin Washington—who, learniag that I had 
the honur to have known you personally and offi- 
cially for thirteen years— requested me to call upon 
you and deliver the Philadelphia Press, containing 
un article said to an interview with you in 
Richmond on the subject of certain moneys which 
were supposed to have accompanied Mr. Davisin his 
ettort to escape to the Trans-Mississippi department, 
where General Dick Taylor wasin command.

General Alexander 
HAS AN INTERESTING STORY TO TELL. 

LOUISVILLE, December 21.—General E. P. Alexan- 
der, in an interview to-night, said that he was well 
satisfied that General Johnston had been intention- 
ally misquoted in regard to Jefferson Davis and the 
and Richmond banks; 
that, notwithstanding pmenese, General John- 
ston still possessed a full share of gentlemanly qual- 
ities, that would prevent hiin making such absurd 
statements as those published in the Philadelphia 
Press. He said that Davis was possessed of the no- 
blest instincts of which a man is heir, and that he 
would scorn the very thought of being implicated 
in either wronging the confederacy or the banks at 
the time reported. 

“The whole transaction,’’ said the general, ‘‘as I 
have readit, is absurd, simply from the fact that 
at the ciose of the siege of Richmond all the money 
in the world could not have saved it, as it would not 
have made men, muskets orammunition. Hence 
the money said to have been contributed by the 
Richmond banksisa myth. The entire story is ex- 
aggerated as to amounts anyhow, lam well satis- 
fied.”’ 

“f understand, General Alexander, that your 
home was at Washington, Georgia, when the war 
closed ?"’ 

“Yes, it was; and Larrivedat home from the armv 
on the 4th of May, 1865, in about two hours after Mr. 
Davis and bis party had left.’’ 

“Did you hear anything then about the specie al- 
luded to in these reports?"’ 

“Yes. There were two lots of specie, belonging to 
the Richmond banks, deposited in the vault of a 
branch of the old bank of the state of Georgia at 
Washington. This, I think, amounted to $400,000: 
and there WAS also some coufederate 
specie in the vault, but A much 
less amount than the banks had. I am satisfied 
thatall the confederate coin that was brought to 
Washington was distributed to the soldiers before 
they were disbanded, excepta small amount that 
was taken by General Breckinridge to pay his ex- 
venses across the Mississippi. After Breckinridge 
iad reached a pointa few miles away from Wash- 
ington he heard of the advance of some federal 
cavalry, and turned bis course toward Florida; 
and, in order to make his burden lighter, he 
sent a man back to Washington with two 
bags of the specie he had taken, and the 
man threw them into the vard of the resi- 
dence of General Toombs, where it was afterward 
found and turned over tothe federal authorities. 
Breckinridge, however, got some of the money, but 
Ican notsay how much. He weut to Cuba, at any 
rate, and that was the last I heard of him for some 
time. The next confederate valuables that I re- 
member hearing of was $19,000 or $50,090 ef bullion 
sent from Richmond in cars. It was on deposit for 
ashorttime at the branch of the Georgia state 
bank, but I do not remember who had charge 
of it. Yet my recollection is that 
it was finally turned over to the 
federal authorities at Augusta. It was sent down 
to that city for that purpose. That Mr. Davis got 
none of this money was evident to everybody, as 
he nor any of the members of his body-guard had 
any money when captured.”

BROUGHT IN TO GIVE TESTIMONY. 
New York Times, 

Before his capture by union soldiers, 
to the published statements of General E. 
Johnston, Jefferson Davis received over $2,000,000 
belonging tothe confederate treasury 
portion of which he in no way ever accounted for. 
A reporter of the Times yesterday sought Colonel 
Burton N. Harrison, who was with Mr. Davis at the 
time of the capture, and asked him what truth 
there Was in the insinuation of General Johnston 
thatthe president of the confederacy converted 
the vastsum to his own use. 

‘Mr. Davis never appropriated a penny belonging 
to the confederacy,’’ replied Colonel Harrison quite 
warmly. ‘‘l have the highest personal regard for 
General Johuston, but if he made the statement at- 
tributed to him, he certainly has been misinformed. 
lam inelined to doubt the accuracy of the inter- 
view. AsI was with Mr. Davis when he was cap- 
tured, I can say of my own knowledge that he had 
no specie, which General Johnston is made to say 
the money consisted of, andin fact no funds what- 
ever with him. There were several wagons and an 
ambulance in the train during the retreat south. 
The ambulance belonged to Captain Moody, of 
Mi-sissippi, and contained his private property. 
The wagons were used to convey the of 
Mrs. Davis and the rest of the family.”’ 

‘But General Jonnston says that the specie train 
followed or preceded the hend of the civil govern- 
ment of the confederacy in the retreat. ’ 

‘That certainly isnot so, and what is more, the 
funds of the confederacy were not placed in the 
hands of Mr. Davis. They were handled entirely 
by George A. Trenholm, the secretory of the con- 
federate treasury. There Was some specie in Au- 
gusta or Washington, Ga., in charge of the treasury 
ofticers, a week before thecapture of Mr. Davis, but 
exnctly how much I donot know. Iam sure it did 
not amount to $500,000, Why, there was not $2,500,- 
000—the amount alleged to have beenin the train 
—inuthe whole confederacy. The south was scraped 
clean, and I might say scarcely a dollar left in it. 
The United States government secured what there 
was, The government made exhaustive inguiriesin- 
this country and Englad, and ifthere had been $10 
000 of confederate funds atioat the geverniment would 
have found it out. The money question was thor- 
oughly discussed in 1865, and 1 am prone to consider 
the reports of this late day little better than old 
women's stories. Yes, the confederate states were 
poor, very poor, and if they had possessed millions 
the money could not bave been carried about the 
country. Ican very easily proveto you how im- 
probable the story is. At the time the train is said 
to have been en route the country was filled with 
soldiers returning home. ‘They were penniless, and 
little better than brigands. Now, do you suppose 
the train woild have been permitted to puss un- 
molested? *o, sir. It would have been robbed.”’ 

“General Joinsio. says that he senta letter by 
special messenger to Mr. Davis requesting him to 
pay a portion of the money to the soldiers, but only 
a telegraphic acknowledgement of its receipt was 
received, and no money was disbursed ”’

“At the time of the capture of Mr. Davis a state- 
ment which does not appear in the interview with 
General Johnston was made. It was to the effect 
that in addition tothe reward of $100,000 in gold of 
fered for the apprehension of the president of the 
confederacy, several millions of specie said to be 
with him would be the property of the captors. 
According to the terms of the armistice the specie 
belonged to the United States, and it was alleged to 
be an act of theftin Mr. Davis taking it off ”’ 

“There was nosuch announcement that I recel- 
lect, although the reward of $100,000 was paid. If 
the statement regarding the money obtains wide- 
spread publicity, as [ have no doubtit will, it will 
fall under the eyes of persons now liviug who 
were officers of the treasury at the time. Some of 
them who know that the contrary was the case will, 
I am centident, come forward and disprove the ac- 
cusations.’’ 

‘Did Mr. Davis ever speak to you about this mat- 
ter?’’ 

‘‘No, he never did. Moreover, I knew more about 
the money matters than he did, and I feel able to 
refute the statements that are attributed to General 
Johnston.”’ 

Maj@ R.J, Moses, who is spoken of in the inter- 
view a& having received $20,000 of the money, was 
the cuAfederate commissary of Georgia. He-is at 
present practicing his profession as an attorney at 
aw in Columbus, Georgia. A son of his, Raphael 
J. Moses, is a lawyerin this city, and has an office 
at No. 61 Wall street. To the reporter he said he be- 
lieved in the existence of the money train. Mr. 
Moses was an aide-de-camp of General Benning, of 
Georgia, and was at Appomattox when Lee surren- 
dered. He was made a prisoner of war, and was ex- 
changed in February, 1865, -*‘Our brigade was some 
$00 miles from home, and we thought it best to keep 
together on the long march. We met Mr. Davis’s 
troops on the route the Ist of May. and the specie 
trein was accompanying them, The soldiers 
vaid thatthe amountin the train was $2,000,000. 
Our men needed food very much, and #10,000 was 
secured by my father, the commissary. The bri- 
gade became lawless, and hatched a pilot 
to seize the money, I remembSer well how 
my father argued with the 1nen when he feared an 
attack. He stood in the door of a ear between 
Washington and Augusta, and kept the men back 
untilan engine arrived by picturing the needs of 
the soldiers all over the stute, among whom it was 
proposed to distribute the $40,000 to buy food and 
seni them home. The money, if I remember 
aright, was seized by the union army, and was 
afterward claimed by Richmond(Va.) banks. Mr. 
Harvey Terry, who was then, I believe, the presi- 
dent of one of the Richmond banks, came to my 
office in November and said that in the train was 
money belonging to three Richmond “banks—the 
Farmers’, the Exchange, and the bank of Virginia. 
The specie belonging to the confederate govern- 
ment was in the same train, but was carried in sep- 
arate Wagons. Mr. Terry desired to find out, if 

ssible, from which lot the money secured by my 
ather was taken. Iwrote to my father about the 
matter, and here is the letter reecivedin reply.’’ 

The letter was dated December 5, and stated that 
the spacie wasin silver parsane gold lumps. ‘‘It 
was taken by order of the secretary of the treasury 
from the bank at Washington, Wilkes county,’’ the 
letter said, ‘and put in the wagons. I obtained 
$40 000 in boxes at night on the road and carried it 
to Augusta. There dilivered it to Provost Mar- 
shal Adams, of Boston, 1 believe, by order of Gen- 
eral Mollyneux,and I gave the receipt that I ob- 
tained to Jerry Black.’’ 

Mr. Moses explained why the mouey was given to 
a union officer. His father had no means of reach- 
ing the returning confederaté troops, and contract- 
ed with the United States officers to deliver provis- 
ions and other necessities in different parts of the 
state. The letter did not state whether the money 
train was in charge of confederate treasury officers, 
and Mr. Moses could only say that when his brigade 
encountered it, it was .accompanyi Mr. Davis's 
troops.

An Exhibition That Will Astonish the Natives of

WASHINGTON, December 21.—Ever since the days of 
‘the father of his country’’ people, particularly the 
residents of the capital, have taken a lively inter- 
est in the style of equipage in which the varieus 
presidents of the United States were ‘accustomed to 
uppeartn publie. President Arthur has not been 
withoufa due share of interest of this kind. In- 
deed, for various there has been 
than the usual know whether 
‘turnout’? would be shabby or “loud.” This 
curiosity may now be put at rest. Presi- 
dent Arthur’s carriage and horses are in Wash- 
ington. The establishment is in every way a 
rich and handsome one; indeed, itis no exaggera- 
tion tosay thatitis the finest which has ever ap- 
peared in the streets of the capital. At the, same 
time, however, all its appointments are subdued, 
modest, and in the best of taste. The carriage, 
from the New York Broome street Brewsters, is a 
landau of novel design, painted a dark, mellow 
green, relieved with enough picking out in red to 
show the outline without being conspicuous. The 
triinmipes are of morocco and cloth, the cushions 
and doors being faced with heavy lace. The har- 
ness has been made in keeping with the carriage 
and is heavily mounted with plain silver. The 
dress blankets are of a heavy dark-green kersey, 
and the coachinan’s lap-robe of green English box- 
cloth. These ornamented with the 
president's monogram. The lap-robe for 
the inside of the «carriage is Labra- 
dor otter, beautifully lined with dark green, and 
haying the monogram ‘“‘C. A. A.’’ worked in silk. 
The horses, two in number, are magnificent ani- 
mals—mahoguny bays with black points and with- 
outa white spotanywhere. They are 5 years old, 
1é hands high, have fine flowing manes and tails 
and are half brothers. They are matched almost to 
a hair, were raised by the same man, and have 
always been driven together. Their heads and 
necks are very fine,and though very stylish and 
showy, they are prompt, firm and resolute, yet kind 
and gentic. They can be driven onan easy rein, 
without Gheek or martingal. They are the presi- 
dent’s personal selection, as was also the carriage, 
and reflect no littie credit upon his judgment asa 
horseman. The entire ‘turn out’’isa model of 
quiet magnificence and good taste.

THE SENATE, 

WASHINGTON, December 21.—The chair submitted 
u communication from the secretary of war, trans- 
mitting the report of Captain Hanwel, of the engi- 
neer corps, upon his examination of Little Red 
river, in Arkansas, and the proceedings of the board 
of trade of Chicago, favoring the Hennepin canal 
project. Referred to the committee on commerce. 

Mr. Beek submitted a resolution directing the 
secretary of treasury to furnish the senate, as soon 
as possible, the present rates of duties imposed by 
France and Germany on the manufactures of the 
United States when imported into those coun- 
tries, especially on the Virious - manu fac- 
tures of wool, eotton, ircn and leather, 
and to inform the senate at what 
rates like manufactured articles are allowed to be 
imperted into those countries from Great Britain, if 
he has such information in his possession. He said 
that upon inaking personal application for this in- 
formation this morning he had been informed at 
the treasury department that it could only be ob- 
tained by a senate resolution. This rule, if ad- 
hered to generally, would, he thought, subject sen- 
ators to some inconvenience. 

Mr. Platt suggested an extension of the -inquiry 
so as to ascertain whatarticles of American manu- 
facture are prohibited from introduction into said 

ountries, 

Mr. Morrill asked to have included in the exten 
sion suggested by Mr. Platt, ‘‘all other products of 
the United States.”’ He said the duties on our 
wheat, flour, pork, lard, tobacco, and various other 
articles were very onerous and he would like to see 
the exact facts placed before the senate. 

Mr. Beck modified his resolution so.as to incor- 
porate all these suggestions. ‘ 

A debate ensued upon an amendment proposed 
by Mr. Hoar and objected to by Mr. Beck as involy- 
ing long delay, to include in the desired informa- 
tion the rates of weges# paid in the countries named 
to operatives engaged in the same or similar manu- 
factures. 

Mr. Maxey asked Mr, Beck to broaden the resolu- 
tion further so as to cover the duties imposed upon 
our trade by Mexico. He said these were in many 
instances exhorbitant, and as to some articles al- 
most prohibitory, Wewere now building railroads 
into that country, and if we would pursue a proper 
course, and take such steps as would ultimately 
bring about a reciprocity treaty upon fair and 
equitable terms to both countries, we will capture 
the English trade and make the Mexican country 
one grand theater of American prosperity. He 
moved anamendment in accordance with hi; re- 
quest, 

This amendment was accepted by Mr. Beck, and 
Mr. Hoar having agreed to withdraw his proposi 
tion temporarily, the resolution as modined was 
adopted without dissent. 

Mr. Hoar then renewed his proposition in the 
form of a separate resolution, and it was agreed to 
without a vote. 

On motion of Mr. Kellogg the secretary of war 
was directed to furnish information relating to the 
deepening of the channel at the mouth of the At- 
chafalaya river. 

Mr. Morgan offered a resolution requesting the 
president, ifin his opinion not incompatible with 
public interest, to communicate to the senate all 
correspondence with the Mexican government relat- 
ing to the claims specified in the fifth section of the 
actof congress of June, 1878, and whether payments 
have been madein said claims. Adopted. 

The senate at 2 o'clock went into executive ses- 
sion. 

At3 o'clock the doors were reopened, and the 
house Garfield memorial resolutions were received 
and coucurred in.

THE ASSASSIN f 


TALKS IN A MANNER AT ONCE 
SANE AND ENTERTAINING. 


He Gives His Reasons for Some Things and Ex- 
plains Others—A Free Opinion of Mr. Corkhill 
~Bxamining the Assassin’s Head With a 
View to Discover Alleged Insanity. 


WASHINGTON, December 21.—The Associated 
press reporter had an interview with Guiteau, ‘“‘I 
am happy to see you,’’ Guiteau responded to the 
good evening of the reporter. ‘I was shut off from 
the world so long, deprived of the newspapers and 
of my letters from relatives by that miserable Cork 
hill, that it is quite a treat now to be able to re- 
ceive my friends.’’ As he spoke he extended his 
band in a hearty manner, quite at variance with 
his mannerinecourt. ‘*Pardon me,’’ he continued, 
“if i keep on myhat. It is quite draughty here, 
and lam somewhat heated. I have just been moy- 
ing my things in for the evening. I occupy during 
the day the cell further down the corridor, which 
is much larger than this, and affords better light 
and more chance to move around.’’ 

Guiteau being asked, ‘‘How are you feeling after 
your two days’ recess’’’ answered with a smile, 
“Oh, first-rate; Inever felt better in my life, in 
health or spirits.”’ 

“You appear to be a muscular man, Mr. Guit-_ 
eau,”’ 

‘‘Tam generaliy a healthy one,’’ he replied. “I 
have taken things easy since I was arrested and 
have never allowed anything to worry me. I knew 
they were howling te shoot me, but this isa pretty 
strong place (glancing around), and I knew they 
could not get at me.’’ 

‘‘\ rumor was started this afternoon that you had 
committed snicide.’’ 

“Stuff and nonsense,”’ laughingly said Guitean. 
“What next won’t they say? That’s tooridiculous. 
Why, what on earth should I want to commit sui- 

. 
cide for? I'm perfectly satisfied with the way 
things are going. I have never had any doubts for 
the issue. The Deity has taken care of my case 
thus far. (Reflecting a moment.) Yes, and pretty 
good care of me.”’ 

“What is the object of the defense in calling Mrs. 
Dunmire?’ asked the reporter. 

‘I do not know what is Scoville’s idea. I will 
have tosee him about that. I don’t want to pat 
those women on the stand again. Scoville is no 
errminal lawyer, I have to give him points all the 
time, but then he h&s done very well. He has 
worked hard, and—and I don’t know but that lam 
as well satisfied as if I had managed it alone.” 
Hesitating a moment, he continued: ‘‘When I say 
alone, you understand, of course, what I mean,”’ 
evidently fearing the reporter might imagine he 
had lost sight of the Deity and inspiration feature 
of his defense. ‘Scoville loses sight of the main 
feature. He started out with the proposition that 
an insane man was but a half idiot.’’ 

Guiteau announced his intention of cross-exam- 
ining the government experts. They had not yet, 
he said, touched upon that mysterious influence or 
impulse which often impels men to do things, even 
in the ordinary and minute transactions of life, 
when there may be present no sufficient reason, 
either to the mind or to the senses from the sur- 
roundings. for the particular exercise of will upon 
the body. as when a man suddenly feels an impulse 
to turn around and on dving so finds some one of 
whom, perhaps, he has just been _ think- 
ing, or .when a man _ obeys what is 
termed presentiment. Guiteau appeared 
to feel he had been defrauded by those 
persons who had sold to_ the press interviews with 
him without even giving hima division. Scoville’s 
attention was called to the alleged statement of 
Mills, that he had found on taking the cast of Gui- 
teau’s head that one side was more fully developed 
than the oiher. “If his statement is reported cor- 
reetly,’’ said Scoville, “It will sustain the 
theory | have maintained throughout, and Dr. 
Hamilton will have to take back some of his testimo- 
ny, for he testified that Guiteau’s head was sym- 
metrical, Mills’s statement supports the statement 
of the experts for the defense, and I think ever ex- 
pert will admit that where a head is unevenly de- 
veloped, the smaller side forms the basis for an un- 
balanced brain, andcan become the groundwork 
for a case of insanity. If Mills substantiates the 
statement, I shall summon him as a witness.’’ 
Scoville thinks that two weeks more will be re- 
quired to finish the trial. 

In the Guitean trial Dr. Hamilton was cross-ex- 
amined and testified that he believed Guiteau to 
be sane. Dr. Worcester, of Salem, was then called 
and testified to the same effect.

The Atlanta exposition has revealed, more clear- 
ly than has ever been shown before, the boundless 
wineral wealth of the south. The richness of its 
mines is only exceeded by the variety of the de 
posits. There is iron of all qualities, and coal is near 
athand to fuse it. There are copper, lead, silver, 
and gold, in ew A less abundance, and there are, 
moreover, abundant deposits of those rare clays that 
have brought such wealth to China and Saxony, 
when manufactured into crockery. When 
the industries which the working up of 
the above substances, and many more that 
we could name—leaving agriculture and cotton 
spinning out of the count—shall be started, there 
is no reason why the southern states should not 
abound in centers of dense population. While the 
low lands on the Atlantic, the gulf and the Missis- 
sippi may continue to be: levoted to agriculture and 
remain sparsely settled, there are higher levels in 
the interior where the climate is as healthy as at 
the north, where water power abounds, 

The exposition has called from their homes the 
rural inhabitants of ail the southern states as noth- 
ing has ever called them before, and the combina- 
tion of northern machinery with southern products 
in the great show must prove a powerful educator.

There is a great deal of money in the country now 
seeking investment. Thedays of high interestin 
bondsand mortgages are over. The government 
can borrow money at 3 per cent, and that affects 
the rates of all other loans, Large profits must 
mainly come from the manufacture of staple arti- 
cles. silver and gold mines are good in their way, 
but their development has often proved worse than 
uncertaiu. There are other minerals more surely 
profitable for working, at least by men of moderate 
capital, and a bewildering choice of these is offered 
at Atlanta. 

It will bea good thing for the public morals if 
much of the capital now tossed about in stock spec 
ulations is put in channels for the operation of 
which honest laboris required, and from which 
honest values will flow. There is no eldorado in 
the south, such as Ponce de Leon expected to find, 
but there are countless opportunities for judicious 
enterprise and thrifty management. For. various 
causes these have hitherto been too much neglected. 
If we do not misread the indications, however, 
such is not to be the case much longer. Before the 
dawn of the twentieth century there will bea new 
south—business energy, and the djffusion of sound 
eduction, among both whites and blacks, being 
the chief factors.

to the knowledge of the fact that our people stand 
with an earnest welcome forall who come with 
their labor and their capital to aid in this develop- 
ment. 

Gentlemen, in the accomplishment of the great 
material work to which this exposition points us, 
South Carolina and Georgia are sympathetic allies 
—identified in all the glories, adversities and trials 
of the past, they are linked to each other ina 
common destiny, hand in hand, they 
must march down togetherall the coming ages— 
separated only by the silver thread of the Savan- 
nah, they are indissolubly bound together by the 
golden ties of consanguinity, of intimate social and 
business intercourse, of an undivided past and ofa 
common future. . 

Gentlemen, in the name of those for whom ] 
speak | express the pleasure given to ys by your 
presence, and again bid you welcome to our sin- 
cerest hospitality. 

Dr. H. V. M. Miller was, on the close of Mr. Ba- 
con's address, introduced and delivered a pleasing 
address, He spoke of the fact that during the past 
two and a half months Judges’ hall had been the 
scene of many pleasant gatherings. There had 
been welcomed distinguished bodies from every 
section of the country. That almost daily somead- 
dress of welcome had to be made and some public 
reception given.

He is old, 
G4 next February! @ shrewd political man- 
ager, a keen book lawyer, wi? neyer has been 
suspected of knowing anything else or caring 
for anybody but himself. His son-in-law, 
Colonel Totten, is one of the chief counsel 
for the star route defendants. Howe is thor- 
oughly disliked by the more liberal members 


of his own party. 

Tue effort that is being made from Wash-

TARIFF REVISION. 

Everybody, not excepting the manufac- 
turers of New England, is ready to say that 
the tariff should be revised. Everybody is 
ready to declare that it is iniquitous, unjust, 
unequal, oppressive and all that—a bundle, 
in Senator Voorhees's words, of jobs and mo- 
nopolies. But beyond this point there is no 
agreement. The monopolists want no action, 
no inquiry, no debate. The people who are 
burdened with taxes that go in largest part 
into the pockets of a few manufacturers, want 
immediate action. Congress is the umpire. 

There are two bills before the senate 
finance committee on the subject, both favor- 
ing a commission to investigate the subject. 
The Garland bill calls for a commission of 
three three representatives 
three experts from civil life—the last named 
three to selected by the con- 
gressional members—witli instructions to re- 


senators, and 


be 


port in the course of ninety days, or before 
the session is terminated. The Morrill prop- 
osition looks to a commission of fifteen civil- 
ians, to be appointed by the president and to 
be instructed to report in January, 1883. The 
finance committee of the senate has decided 
to favorably report the Morrill bill without 
amendment, and to pitch the Garland bill 
overboard. 

In fact, there isnot muchdifference between 
the two bills, except in relation to 
Kither of the proposed commissions would be 
packed in the interests of the protectionists.

In Tue Constirution of yesterday we 
gave a summary of the instructions given to 
Mr. Lowell by Mr. Blaine. It is only neces- 
sary to refer to this summary to understand 
the scope of the following from the Courier- 
Journal: 

The zlaim of our government now is not based on 
the Mouroe doctrine, so called, orany other doc- 
trine. Monroe said that our government would not 
be indifferent to the extension of European political 
systems on either continent for the purpose of ‘‘op- 
pressing’? the Spanish-American republics, and 
that, of course, meant that we would oppose Euro- 
pean invasion, European colonization for the pur- 
pose of acquiring territory in either country. By 
threatening to seize and control any canal built 
across Central America or the state of Panama 
which isintended for the use of the maritime na- 
tions of the world, our goverument cannot expect 
the acquiescence of the European maritime powers. 
Europe is perfectly eaytent with the guarantee 
of the neutrality of any éenal constructed through 
the republic of Columbia, which our government 
gave inthe treaty of 1846, and that is sufficient. 
In that treaty our government also guaranteed the 
sovereignty of the territory of what is now Colom- 
bia, and in denying Colombia the right to exercise 
any control over the paneves, A canal, or to secure 
other guarantees of neutrality besides that of our 
government, wé deny the very sgyereignty we 
agreed in 1846 to maintain. The doctrine adyanced 
by Blaine embodies insolent interference with the 
rights of our Spanish-American neighbors. The 
legitimate way for our government to control an 
Isthmian canal is to purchase a controlling amount 
of stock, as Great Britain did with reference to the 
Suezcanal. Any attempt to secure control in any 
other way will be a piece of buccaneering which 
Will assuredly get us into trouble, 

The question involved here cantiot be fair- 
ly discussed from a sectional, anti-Blaine, or 
an anti-republican standpoint. It is a matter 
that should be regarded from the standpoint 
of an American. Leaving out of view, there- 
fore, all provincial and angular prejudices— 
the growth of differences that a¥e probably 
not asimportant to the country as we have 
persuaded ourselves to believe—it is not diffi: 
cult to see that Mr. Blaine’s note to Minister 
Lowell is nothing more than the formulation 
of American sentiment. It is true the claim 
of our government is not based on the 
Monroe doctrine, or on any other. doctrine. It 
is simply an expression of American 
opinion—a modest but firm = assertion 
of a policy to which the republic must in- 
evitably be committed. That Mr. Blaine 
happens to see this is no doubt a very good 
thing for Mr. Blaine, but the policy itself is 
the outgrowth of circumstances over which 
Mr. Blaine has had no sort of control. It is 
merely his good fortune to be able to give this 
policy clear and forcible expression. 

We do not understand, as the esteemed

To our minds, this is neither a threat 
to seize the canal nor a denial of the sover- 
eignty of the republic of Colombia. 

The canal isa very small affair compared 
with its results.» It is the practical 
control of these results to which Mr. Blaine 
refers, and not to any practical control of the 
canal itself. The republic is a much more 
important affair in 1881 than it was in 1846, 
and this growth of importance necessitates a 
foreign policy more or less active. When, 
therefore, Mr. Blaine announces that the 
United States do not propose to allow other 
powers to make the canal a channel of brig- 
andage, or to use it asa means of destroying 
the influence our own government, he 
merely claims for this country the position 
to which it is entitled by reason of its pres- 


of 


ent importance. 

The American policy, as formulated by Mr. 
Blaine, is the strongest possible guarantee of 
neutrality that could be given. We have no 
doubt that England will view it in this hght. 
It isa policy which England has never hesi- 
tated to make her own, and she will doubtless 
be quick to recognize the justice and neces- 
sity upon which it is based.

Cotton Crep Eatimates. 
St. Louis Republican. 

The various esiimates which have been furnished 
of late regarding the yield of cotton for the season 
of 1881-81 continue to be the subject of comment on 
the St. Louis exchange. One factor, who has had 
remnarkable success himself in the way of proznos- 
ticating and whois a heavy dealer and well ac- 
guainted in the south, says heis pinning all his 
faith to Bredstreet’s estimate of 5,014,170 bales, 
and does not believe that the yield will be over 
5,250,000 bales at the very furthest. The bureau 
report does not vary much from Bradstreet’s esti- 
mate, being 44,900,00°. Lutham, Alexander & 
Co.’s estimate of 4,700,000 bales is regarded here 
pretty generally as below the mark. 
A few of the St. Louis factors and 
buyers are of the opinion, notwithstanding the 
carefully prepared estimates recently given to the 
public, that the crop will turn out to be upwards of 
5,500,000 bales; butitis a difficult matter now to 
find any prominent dealer on the fioor who still has 
any h@pes of a 6,000,000-bale crop. Should all the 
estimates fail again this season, very little faith will 
be put in the statistics of the future. Some of the 
statisticians last yedr missed the actual crop by 600,- 
000 to 1,000,000 bales, and that is the reason why 
English spinners and dealers are so suspicious this 
year. They donot have much faith in the estimates 
of this season, and it would be a fortunaie thing for 
the trade and the country at large if some one of the 
various agencies through which these crop statigties 
are gathered could have the satisfaction at the lane j 
of the cotton year of having told what the yield 
would be. :

A TERRIBLE STORY FROM THE 


NORTHERN SEAS. 


The Herald Expioring Ship Jeannette Heard From 
in an Unexpected Quarter The Vessel Crushed 
Between the Ice and Lost—Separation of 
the Crew— Tidings From Survivors. 


WasniInctos, December 21.—Secretary of State 
_ Frelinghuysen received yesterday the following 
telegram from the charge d'affaires of the United 
States at St. Petersburg: 

Secretary of State, Washington, D.C.: The Jean- 
nette was crushed in the ice June lith,in latitude 
77,longitude 157. The crew embarked in three 
boats and were separated by wind and fog. No. 3, 
with eleven men, Engineer Melville commanding, 
reached the mouth of the Lena, September 17th. 
Subsequently No. 1, with Captain Delwng, Dr. 
Amblerand thirteen men, reached the Lena in a 
pitiable condfition. Prompt assistance has been 
sent. No. 2 has not been heard from. 

HorrmMan, St. Petersburg. 

In response to the above, the following was trans 
mitted:

20.—Hoffman, Charge, St. Petersburg: Tender the 
hearty thanks of the president to all authorities or 
persons who have in any way been instrumental in 
assisting the unfortunate survivors from the Jean- 
nette, or furnishing information to this govern- 
ment.

MELVILLE'’S TELEGRAMS, 

Sr. Perensaunc, December 21.—A special supple- 
mentof the Official Gazette, issued this evening, 
aygnounces that a!] telegrams from Engineer Mel- 
ville, of the lost Arctic exploring steamer Jean- 
nette, will be forwarded to their destinations as 
promptly as possible, and the most energetic meas- 
ures be taken for the discovery of the remainder of 
the crew of the Jeannette, and those left on the ice 
ait the mouth of Lena river. 

Engineer Meiville has forwarded by natives long 
dispatches to Mr. Bennett, of the New York Herald. 
For wantof funds they have been forwarded by 
post, addressed to General Ignatieff On October 
24, Ninderman and Noras, seamen, who were on 
boat No. 1. joined their comrades, and stated that 
Lieutenant DeLoug, Doctor Ambler and twelve 
others, had reached the northern mouth ofthe Lena, 
and were starving. An expedition was at once sent 
out to rescue them. The survivors lost everything. 
Engineer Melville says money is urgently needed 
and should be sent by telegraph to Jakutsk. He has 
urgently requested that six thousand roubles be 
transmitted immediately to the government of 
Jakutsk for the return and care of the shipwrecked 
nen. i 

THE FIRST NEWS, 

LONDON, December 21.—A dispatch from St, Pe- 
tersburg says: News reached the government at 
Jakutsk, eastern Siberia, that September lith, three 
natives of OQulonson, near Cape Barhay, 140 versts 
north of Cape Behoff, discovered a boat containing 
cleyen men, who stated they belonged to the Jean- 
Lette and had undergone terrible suffering.

A 
party of the inhabitants of Bolenenga started im- 
mediately to their assistance.

TUE RIVER LENA. 

. Wasmnxcton, December 21.—George Kennan, of 
this city, who some years ago travelled a thousand 
miles or more, up theriver Lena, at the mouth of 
which Licutenant DeLong and the survivors of the 
erew of the Arctic steamer Jeannette have recently 
landed, saysthat where the Jeanneatte was lost 
is 150 miles northeast of the island of New Siberia, 
JOO miles from the nearest part of the Siberian main 
land, anda little more than 500 miles from the 
mouth of the Lena. It is probable that Lieu- 
tenant DeLong, after abandoning his ship 
made for the mearest point on the 
Siberian coast, passing to the eastward and south- 
ward of New Siberian island, and striking the 
main land between the mouth of the Indigirka and 
the mouth of the Lena. If he reached the coast 
early enough in the summer, he ought to have 
found Russian and native fishing stations at the 
mouth of the Svanna, Indigirka and other smaller 
streams which fall into the Arctic ocean in that 
Vicinity, and thus have obtained succor much near- 
erthan Lena. I[tis possible, however, thathe did 
notreach the main land until after the ‘fishing 
stations had all been abandoned, and 
the fishermen had retreated up the 
river to the winter villages, which, xs a rule. are 
situated some distance inland. At the mouth of 
the Lena there is,! believe, a permanent settle- 
, ment, and this seems to have been appointed as the 
rendezvous far all the boats. the third boat 
failed to feach the rendezvous agreed upon, the 
cenglusion by no means follows thatit is lost. The 
erew may have foundan inhabited station nearer 
than the mouth of the Lena, or been picked by a 
Russian or native fishing boat. and carried or 
guided to some other place of safety. In 
such case, they might not be heard from 
for a month or more after the arrival of 
the other boats. The third boat’s crew should not 
be given upas lost until we have heard from ail 
the villages alopg the Yanna and RKesigerka and 
from Nizhni Kolygma, which, asa place of refuge. 
was quite nearand quite accessible at the mouth 
ofthe Lena. The retreat of these boats across 260 
miles of the ice encumbered Aretic sea to the Sibe 
rian Mainland, is a remarkable achievement and 
one which is parallelled in Arctic histery only by 
the retreat of Barinds and his men from the north- 
ern extremity of Nova Zembla and of 
the crew of Tegetthof from Franzjosef 
Land. The fact that DeLong and bis 
men were three months at sea and on the ice in 
open boats before they reached the mouth of the 
Lena, is a fact which of itself tells a mournful story 
of hardship and suffering, and one which more 
than accounts for the pitiable conditien in which 
we are told DeLong’s crew at last arrived. 
seanmetie’s crew at the mouth i 
Lena. would be well cared for at any 

‘iah settlement. On the whole Siberian coast they 
would find warm earth emlanked “‘Youris.’ 
abundant elothing and foed and sympathy and 
care of the warm-hearied, hospitable peopie. As 
soon @s the winter road was established and the 
erew were strong enough to travel, they would 
setae 3 be bronght up the Lena on dag sledges to 
‘onoutsk, which is a large Russian town of 6,000 or 
©0600 inhabitants. 

Here they would have all the comforts and many 
of the luxuries of life, and the Russian govern- 
mentodf the sea coast province would furnish them 
with transportation either across the Stanovo 
mountains to Okhotsk, where they could be called 
for by one of the vessels of our Pacific squadron, 
erup the Lena to Llrontsk and thence overland to 
St. Petersburg. They will have noserious difficulty 
in getting home from the mouth of the Lena.

The news received to-day was 
brought from the mouth of the Lena by a special 
messenger up the river to Yakoutsk on dog Sedges, 
thence by a Gessack courier, traveling daw and 
night, with relays of horses to Irkoutsk, the capital of 
eastern Siberia, and thence by telegraph to &t. 
Petersburg.+ The news has been fully two menths, 

nd, perhaps, mare, getting from the mouth ef the 
vena to Irkoutsk, and it is then possible that the 
nextinformation ae get will be that of the arrival 
of the shipwrecked crew at Yakoutsk. The gever- 
nor of the sea coast proviuce at Yakoutsk is a saan 
of cultivation and enlightment, and if I mistake 
not, a member of the Siberian branch of the im- 
perial geographical society.
